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REAL AND SO-CALLED CHARITY. 


| Quite often the present age is characterized as the age 
of charity, because of the generous benefactions of indi- 
__ viduals and because practically every “need of humanity is 
“eared for in an organized way. Should the age not rather 
be designated as an age of humanitarianism? Paying taxes 


: to the county for the proper housing and maintenance of 


the poor and of the aged and of the orphan is not charity. 
The payment of an assessment by a banker or a merchant 
or a wealthy individual levied against them by those who 
$ “promote: community chests is not necessarily charity. The 
a. hight be construed as charity if the motive is one 
- of : ty. namely, to minister to the wants of the needy. 
But we feel that many contributors to what are commonly 
‘ealled charitable purposes are not performing acts of 
‘charity meritorious of big returns from the Giver of all 
Good. 
Throughout the middle ages faith inspired charity and 
it was usually exemplified by individuals who dedicated 
their lives, without accepting any remuneration for service, 
to the relief of the poor and the suffering. St. Francis of 
Assisi first renounced all claim to an inheritance himself 
and became voluntarily poorer than those whom he served 
béfore he undertook the care of those in misery. He saw 
Christ represented in the leper and, therefore, felt it a privi- 
lege to kiss'the sores of the leper. Of course, today this 
would be regarded not-only as unsanitary, but as a reason 
for his own isolation lest he become contaminated and con- 
taminate others. We would not even say that he acted 
wisely, but the-holy motive in his conduct is’ evident. 

-$t. Camillus converted into ministering angels those 
whom he.had under religious instruction, holding up the 
corporal works of mercy as having immense value in 
Heaven in addition to the relief which they brought to the 
afflicted. St. Philip Neri found his greatest enjoyment in 
consoling the sick at their bedsides and in relieving distress 
in the most silent manner possible. St. Vincent de Paul was 
a veritable apostle of charity and he is one of the few saints 
of the past who has numerous organized followers even in 
this day, in every country and practically every large city 
in the Christian world. We are acquainted with some of his 
followers and imitators in Chicago, St. Louis, and other 
large cities, who sell Catholic literature, and notably OUR 
SUNDAY VISITOR, at the door of churches following five, 
six and seven Masses in the morning, and then use the pro- 
ceeds for work among. the poor. We are acquainted with 
some of them who spend every Sunday afternoon in hos- 
pitals, distributing good literature or reading it to those 
who cannot themselves read. 

But how indifferent is the average Catholic! He thinks 
of giving nothing on his own initiative, and when he does 
give through some church collection he is wondering 
whether he may not be giving more than someone who is 
better able to give. If he did not contribute his offering in 
an envelope he would give considerably less. Now, what all 
Catholics should learn is the motive for giving, and to be 
imbued with that motive whenever he or she gives, no mat- 
ter how small the contribution. 

Probably one of the reasons why there is so little real 
charity in the world is that there are too many calls for 
assistance, response to some of which would not be charity. 
Then, even for works of religion and for the missions, ap- 
peals are so numerous that people become perplexed, and, 
knowing that they cannot assist all, and knowing not how 
to discriminate as between their respective merits, refrain 
from giving to most of them. 

For the most part, our Catholic people are charitably 
inclined, and generous-hearted, but they are not sufficiently 
familiar with the needs of the Church at large nor with 
meritorious religious and charitable enterprises conducted 
by the Church in this country to become enthused. 
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THE OLD CHURCH REMAINS 
THE SAME. 

If there was justification for the several breaks from 
tne Catholic Church during the sixteenth century, how are 
the leaders in the Protestant religions today able to justify 
their sects’ position without incriminating original Protes- 
tantism? There is surely little left of the reformed re- 
gions ns established by Luther, Calvin, Wesley, etc. Our 
own government religious census shows the Lutherans to be 
hivided among twenty-two groups in the United States, the 
Methodists into eighteen groups, the Baptists into seventeen 
groups, the Presbyterians into twelve groups. If Luther, or 
Calvin, or Wesley were to return to earth at this time and 
visit the United States, which group among the many claim- 
ing them as their founder would they accept?
